CONTEXT 


The Ministrv of Finance has been a strong supporter of reforms in the Ukrainian 
government following the 2014 Revolution of Dignity, improving the transparency 
and professionalism of government budgeting, implementing tax reforms, and 
reforming the banking sector. Markarova has played a key part in these reforms, 
first as a Deputy Minister, as Acting Minister starting in June 2018, and as 
Minister since November 2018. The Ministry has to complete some additional 
critical reforms to stay on track with Ukraine’s IMF program. Ukraine’s 
difficult fiscal situation requires the government to maintain the IMF program in 
order to meet large debt repayments in 2019 and 2020. Markarova has requested 
additional budget support for Ukraine from the G-7 countries, including the United 
States, to help Ukraine meet its obligations during this period. In 2014-2016, The 
United States provided three one-billion dollar loan guarantees to Ukraine, and 
Ukraine is due to repay the first of these guaranteed loans in May.
